everlaſting, without Body, Parts, or Paſ- 
ſions; of infinite Power, Wiſdom, and Good- 
neſs, the Maker and Preſerver of all Things 
both viſible and inviſible. And in Unity of this 
Godhead there be three Perſons of one Sub- 
ſtance, Power, and Eternity ; the Father, the

them might be produced by another, and they might even 
claſh one with another. And farther, as One God is ſuffi- 
cient, ſo, if there were more, neither This nor That would 
be neceſſary.

If he 
were a Material and Bodily Subſtance, then, as he is Infi- 
nite, he would fill all Places in ſuch a Manuer, that there 
would be no Room for any other Bodily Subſtance. 

Without Paſſions] Or, according to the Latin Article, 
Impaſfuble, that is, incapable of ſuffering. Whatever ſuffers, 
does ſo from an Agent ſtronger than itſelf, and is in ſome 
meaſure impotent. But God is a Being of immenſe Power. 
For He, from whom all Power is deriv'd, mult neceſſarily 
be Omnipotent. And if any thing could reſiſt God, it 
would either have that Power from itſelf, and conſequently 
would itſelf be God ; or elſe it would have it from Another, 
that is, from God. But how ſhould God confer ſuch a 


Power as is greater than his own ? 


The Engliſb Article has, without Parts or Paſſions, for 


what the Latin one expreſſes by, Impartibilis and Impaſ- 
/ibilis, And here it is to be obſerved, that the Scriptures 
indeed ſeem to attribute Members to God, ſuch as Eyes, 
and Hands, &c. as alſo Paſſions, ſuch as Love, Anger, Ha- 
tred, &c. of all which, fince He is the molt ſimple Eſſence, 
and is alſo immutable, and al ways inhnitely happy, He is 
utterly incapable; and therefore that thoſe Things are ſpo- 
ken by way of Accommodation to the Weakneſs of Men, 
and not as ſuitably to the Perſections of God.

In order to put a Stop to 
this Hereſy, the firſt Council of Conſtantinople, to theſe 
Words in the Nicene Creed, I believe in the Holy Ghoſt, 
added, The Lord, and Giver of Life, who proceedeth from 
the Father and the Son, Who with the Father and the Son to- 
gether is worſhipped and glorified, Fho. ſpake by the Prophets, 
See Pearſon on the Creed, p, 325.

Almoſt all Things contained in theſe Creeds, have already 
been confirmed, under the preceding Articles, by the Teſti- 
monies of the Fathers. But becauſe Hereticks bitterly and 
reproachfully inveigh againſt the Nicene Fathers, and againſt 
Athanaſius, as if they were Corrupters of the Chriſtian 
Faith ; I ſhall here inſert ſome Expoſitions of Faith which 
are older than the Nicene Creed.

There is One God, Father of the living Word, of the 
ſubſiſting Wiſdom, and of the eternal Power and expreſs 
Form of Himſelf; the Perfect Begetter of Him who is 
Perfect; the Father of the only-begotten Son, There is 

One Lord, the ſole Lord from the ſole God, God of God, 
the Character and Image of the Godhead, the efficacious 
Word, the Wiſdom which comprehends the Frame and 
Conſtitution of all Things, the Power which forms and 
actuates all Creatures, the true Son of the true Father, in- 


viſible of Him who is inviſible, incorruptible of Him who 


is incorruptible, immortal of Him who is immortal, and 
eternal of Him who is eternal. And there is One Holy 
Ghoſt, having Exiſtence from God, and who appear'd to 
Men by the Son; the perfect Image of the perfect Son;

But he fell from that Liberty when he 
committed Sin, he broke that Power which he had of 
Election or Choice, he ceaſed to be free with relation to 
Good, and became the Servant of Sin. From thence pro- 
ceeds {uch a Blindneſs of his Underſtanding, ſuch a Per- 
verſeneſs of his Will, and ſuch an Impetuouſneſs of his 
Paſſions and Appetites, that, when left to himſelf, he is 
not able either to diſcern or chuſe thoſe Things which are 


truly good, but is hurried into the Choice of ſuch Things 


as are contrary thereto. And therefore the Apoſtle ſays, 
That they that are in the Fleſh, cannot pleaſe God, Rom. viii. 8. 
Hence we have Need of the Aſſiſtance of the Holy Spirit, 
to enable us to chuſe and perform whatever is go9d.

ORKS done before the Grace of 

Chriſt, and the Inſpiration of his Spi- 
rit, are not pleaſant to God, foraſmuch as 
they ſpring not of Faith in Jeſus Chriſt, nei- 
ther do they make Men meet to receive Grace, 
or (as the School-Authors ſay) deſerve Grace 
of Congruity : yea, rather, for that they are 
not done as God hath willed and commanded 
them to be done, we doubt not but they have 


the Nature of Sin. 


IVorks done before, &c.] That Works may be perfcaly 
good, they muſt flow from a good Principle, namely, 
Faith; and they muſt tend to a good End, namely, the 
Glory of God; and they mult in no reſpe& be deficient, 
But what mortal Man, either before or after the Grace of 
Chriſt, hath been thus happy in doing well? And there- 
fore the Works of Unbelievers, how ſpecious ſoever, can 
deſerve nothing, by reaſon of their Imperfection; and they 
are to be look'd upon as Evil rather than Good, upon the 
account of their Defects. See Rom. iii. 9, 10, 19, 20, 23. 
That then ? Are we better than they? No, in no wiſe. Far 
we have befire proved bath Fetus and Gentiles, that they are ai! 
under Sin: As it is written, There #s une righteous, no net 
ene. Now we knew that what Things fozver the Law ſaith, 
it faith to Them who are under the Law; that every Mouth 
may be ſlopped, and ail the World may become guilty before 
God. Therefore by the Deeds of the Law ſhall n #lejh 
be juſtified in his Sight; for by the Law is the Knowledge of 
Sin. For all have finned, and come ſhort of the Glory of 
God. See alſo Rom. viii. 7, 8. The carnal Mind is Enmity 
againſt God for it is not ſubject to the Law of God, neither 
zndeed can be.

Work; what Room is there for Supererogation ? And how 
ſhould Man be more perfect than the Law of God, which 
is the exact Rule of all Perfection, and which propoſes God 
himſelf as a Pattern to Man in doing well ? Be ye perfect, 
even as your Father which is in Heaven, is perfect, Matth. 
v. 48. So far is any Man from being more good than he 
ought to be, that neither is he able to fulfil what he an,, 
to do. And therefore even the beſt of Men, laying aſide all 
Notions of Supererogation, are daily to pray, that their 
Debts (or Treſpaſſes) may be forgiven them.

Wherefore they which be endued with ſo ex- 
cellent a Benefit of God, be called according 
to God's Purpoſe by his Spirit working in due

As the godly Conſideration of Predeſtina- 
tion, and our Election in Chriſt, is full of 
ſweet, pleaſant, and unſpeakable Comfort to 
godly Perſons, and ſuch as feel in themſelves 
the Working of the Spirit of Chriſt, mortify- 
ing the Works of the Fleſh, and their earthly 


| Members, and drawing up their Mind to high 


and 
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F the Church , EncLand, 
and heavenly Things, as well becauſe it doth 
greatly eſtabliſh and confirm their Faith of 
eternal Salvation, to be enjoyed through Chriſt, 
as becauſe it doth frequently kindle their Love 
towards God: So, for curious and carnal Per- 
ſons, lacking the Spirit of Chriſt, to have con- 
tinually before their Eyes the Sentence of God's 
Predeſtination, is a moſt dangerous Downfal, 
whereby the Devil doth thruſt them either 
into Deſperation, or into Wretchleſſneſs of moſt 
unclean Living, no leſs perilous than Deſpe- 
ration. | 

Furthermore, we muſt receive God's Pro- 
miſes in ſuch wiſe as they be generally ſet 
forth to us in Holy Scripture. And in our 
Doings, that Will of God is to be followed, 


which we have expreſly declared unto us in 
the Word of God. 


The everlaſting Purpoſe, &c.] The Truth of this whole 
Article will ſufficiently appear from the Texts of Scripture, 
which I ſhall here ſubjoin. But I would deſire the Reader 
to obſerve, that only the Grace of Election is aſſerted in 
it, and that the Severity of Reprobation is left wholly un- 
touch'd upon. And here I would adviſe him to ſtop, and 
to reſtrain his Curioſity. For the Doctrine of Predeſtina- 
tion is a profound Abyſs; in founding of which, it is but 
to little Purpoſe for young Men to buſy themſelves. Much 
leſs does it become Preachers to trouble their Auditors 
about theſe deep Myſteries: They ſhould rather ſet forth 
God's Promiſes in general Terms, as they are propos'd in 
the Holy Scriptures, and as it is our Duty to embrace them.

whole World, if, after all, Believers and Unbelievers are 
equally intitled to Salvation. And yet, as we find in Mart 
xvi. 16. this Salvation is promiſed only to thoſe who believe, 
and eternal Damnation is denounced againſt thoſe who believe 
not. How God will deal with thoſe, among whom Chriſt 
hath not been preached, is not our Buſineſs to determine. 
Charity indeed requires us to hope well of ſuch of them, 
if any ſuch there be, who live up to the Rules of right 
Reaſon ; but to place them upon a Level with the Church 
of God, is a very high Degree of Boldneſs and Preſumption. 
Concerning ſuch Perſons, this Article is ſilent; and it 
only declares thoſe Men to deſerve being anathematized, 
or had accurſed, who hold all Religions to be indifferent 
Matters, as if God regarded them all alike ; whereas the 
Religion of Chriſt is {till the only Way to Salvation, 
which is inſtituted by God.

ARTICLE XC 
Of the Church. 


HE viſible Church of Chriſt is a Con- 
gregation of faithful Men, in the which 
the pure Word of God is preached, and the 
Sacraments be duly miniſtred according to 
Chriſt's Ordinance, in all thoſe things that of 


neceſſity are requiſite to the ſame. 

As the Church of Hieruſalem, Alexandria, 
and Antioch, have erred, fo alſo the Church 
of Rome hath erred, not only in their Living 


and Manner of Ceremonies, but alſo in Mat- 


ters of Faith. 


Viſibls Church, &c.] Since it is Religion that makes a 
Church, and not the Church that makes Religion; the 
Church is to be tried and diſcerned by Religion, and not 
Religion by the Church. And the Viſible Church (for the 
Inviſible one, which conſiſts ſolely of the Elect, is not here 


treated of) is that which maintains the Religion of Chriſt, 


and profeſſes its Belief in the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, 
by baptizing its Members in their Names, and celebrating 
the holy Supper, as Chriſt hath appointed. Theſe Things 
are eſſential to a Church; and as long as theſe are preſerved, 
a Church does not 8 to be, tho' in ſome other Things 
it may err. For every Error does not ſubvert the Foun- 
dation of a Church. But particular Churches may not only 
err, but alſo fall off entirely from Chriſt, For that Saying 
of Chriſt, 2Zatth. xvi. 18. Upon this Reck will J build my 
Church, om the Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſt it, is to 
be underſtood only of the Catholick or Univerſal Church.

Every Kind of which is to be 
ec eſtimated according to its Original. And therefore, ſo 
« many and great Churches are nothing elſe but that Pri- 

c mitive One, from which all the reſt proceed. Thus they 
« are all Primitive, and all Apoſtolical, whilſt they all agree 
cc jn one and the ſame Truth; whilſt there is amongſt them 
«« a Communication of Peace, and an Appellation of Bro- 
« therhood, and a League of Hoſpitality ; which Rights 
c are no otherwiſe to be preſerved inviolable, than by an 
« uniform Participation of the ſame holy Sacrament.” 

Note, that the Church of Rome kept the Faith uncorrupt 
for ſome Ages ; and therefore that it is no Wonder, if we 
find it commended by the primitive Fathers for its Conſtan- 
cy in preſerving that Faith: Tho' even Then it was not en- 
tirely free from Error, ſince, as St. Zerom in his Comment 
on //a. viii. witneſſes, it did not receive the Epiſtle to the 
Hebrews into the Canon of Scripture. But how much it 
afterwards erred from the Truth, will abundantly appear 
from the following Articles. 

As the Church of Hieruſalem, Sc.] This Articles takes 
notice of the Errors of the Churches of Zeruſalem, Alex- 
andria, and Antioch, becauſe they were the moſt famous 
ones, and were advanced to the Dignity of being Patriarchal 
Churches as well as that of Rome. As to which laſt, Pope 
Eleutherius feil into the Error of Montanus, Pope Liberius 
into that of Arius, Pope Zoſimus into that of Pelagius, &c. 
and at length that very Church become a moſt loathſome 
Sink of various Errors.

ARTICLE XXIII.

I is not lawful for any Man to take upon 
him the Office of publick Preaching, or Mi- 
niſtring the Sacraments in the Congregation, be- 
fore he be lawfully called and ſent toexecutethe 
ſame. And thoſe we ought to judge lawfully 
called and ſent, which be choſen and called to 
this Work by Men who have publick Authori- 
ty given unto them in the Congregation, to 


call and ſend Miniſters into the Lord's Vineyard, 


To take upon him, &c.] Since the Miniſters of the Word 
and Sacraments are Ambaſſadors for Chriſt, and Miniſters of 
G (2 Cor. v. 20. and vi. 4.) they muſt neceſſarily receive 
their Authority from God, and be ſent by him; and muſt 
not aſſume that Authority to themſelves, unleſs they are 
called to it by God. And ſince God our oaviour, from the 
Time when he called the Apoſtles, has not immediately called 
any one to the Miniſtry; it follows, that they mutt be call- 
ed by thoſe, whoſe Buſineſs it is to call others. Thus the 
Apoſtles ordained Preſbyters and Biſhops, and theBiſhops or- 
dained by the Apoſtles did from thenceforth ordain others.

& All carnal and worldly Thoughts ſhould be diſcarded, 
and the Mind ſhould be ſolely intent upon what it prays 
& for. And therefore the Prieſt, before the Prayer, doth by 
% a Preface prepare the Minds of the Brethren, ſaying, 
& Lift up your Hearts; that while the People anſwer, Ve 
&« lift them up unto the Lord, they may be admoniſhed that 
& they ought to think of nothing elſe but the Lord. Our 
& Breaſt ſhould be then ſhut egainſt the Adverſary, and 
«© open to God only; neither ſhould God's Enemy be ſuf— 
«© fered to come near it in the Time of Prayer. For he fre- 
„ quently ſteals upon us and gets Admiſſion into us, and 
by his ſubtile Deceits diverts our Prayers from God ; fo 
« that we have one Thing in our Mouth, and another in 
„our Heart: Whereas we ought to pray to the Lord, not 
only with the Sound of the Voice, but with the ſincere 

« Intenſeneſs of the Mind and Spirit,”

COAcraments ordained of Chriſt be not only 
. Badges or Tokens of Chriſtian Mens Pro- 
feſſion: but rather they be certain ſure Wit- 
neſſes, and effectual Signs of Grace and God's 
ood Will towards us, by the which he doth 
work inviſibly in us, and doth not only quick- 
en, but alſo ſtrengthen and confirm our Faith 
in him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of Chriſt 
our Lord in the Goſpel, that is to ſay, Bap- 
tiſm, and the Supper of the Lord. 

Thoſe five commonly called Sacraments, that 
is to ſay, Confirmation, Penance, Orders, Ma- 
trimony, and extreme Unction, are not to be 
counted for Sacraments of the Goſpel, being 
ſach as have grown, partly of the corrupt fol- 
lowing of the Apoſtles, partly are States of Life 
allowed by the Scriptures: But yet have not 
like Nature of Sacraments with Baptiſm and 
the Lord's Supper, for that they have not any 
viſible Sign or Ceremony ordained of God. 

The Sacraments were not ordained of Chriſt 
to be gazed upon, or to be carried about, but 
that we fhould duly uſe them. And in ſuch 
only as worthily receive the fame, they have 
a wholſome Effect or Operation: But they that 
receive them unworthily, purchaſe to them- 
{elves Damnation, as St. Paul faith. 


Not only Badges or Tikens, &c.] The Sacraments are 


indeed Tokens, by which Chriſtians are diſtinguiſhed from 
I 2 Infidels ;

It is here to be obſerved, that if we do not find the Num- 
ber of the Sacraments determined in ſo many Words by the 
primitive Fathers, it is, becauſe in theit Time there was no 
Diſpute about this Matter. Peter Lombard, a Writer of the 
Twelfth Century, was the firſt that made them to be pre- 
ciſely Seven. Eigenius IV. about the Year of Chriſt 1439, 
taught the Armenians the fame Doctrine. The Council of 
Trent afterwards confirmed it by a Decree; from whence 
Pius IV. inſerted it in his new Creed: And fo at length the 
Whim of atrifling Schoolman became an Article of Faith.

Of the Lord's Supper. 


HE Supper of the Lord is not only a 

Sign of the Love that Chriſtians ought 
to have among themſelves one to another; but 
rather it is a Sacrament of our Redemption by 
Chriſt's Death: Inſomuch that to ſuch asrightly, 
worthily, and with Faith, receive the ſame, the 
Bread which we break, is a Partaking of the 


Body of Chriſt; and likewiſe the Cup of Bleſ- 


ſing, is a Partaking of the Blood of Chriſt. 
Tranſubſtantiation (or the Change of the 


Subſtance of Bread and Wine) in the Supper of 


the Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ : But 
it is repugnant to the plain Words of Scripture, 
overthroweth the Nature of a Sacrament, and 
hath given Occaſion to many Superſtitions. | 
The Body of Chriſt is given, taken, and eaten 
in the Supper only after an heavenly and ſpiritual 
Manner. And the Mean whereby the Body of 
Chriſt is received and eaten in theSupper,is Faith, 
The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was 
not by Chriſt's Ordinance reſerved, carried

Finally, it has given Occaſion to much Superſtition; as, 
to the Elevation of the Hoſt; to carrying it about in Pro- 
ceſñion; and even to the worſhipping of it.

For, ſince Faith is the Mean whereby we gat the 
Body of Criſt in the Lord's Supper, it is impoſiible that 
the Wicked, who have no true Faith, ſhoold 9 Partakers 
of the Body of Chriſt. But whilſt they receiv. the Symbols 
or Signs of the Lord's Body, they receive them to tn own 
Condemnation, and fin againft Chriſt, by uſing ſuch holy 
Things in fo unworthy a Manner. 

And farther, this Article, which is drawn up in th: v=ry 
Words of St. Auguſtine, entirely overthrows the ex" ome 
of Tranſubſtantiation. For if the Elements be changed into 
the very Body and Blood of Chrift, then no Reaſon can be 
aligned, why wicked Men, and even Mice, may not eat 
the Eody of Chriſt. This even the Romaniſis acknowledge, 
and ſay withal, that the Hoſt, by whomſoever or whatſoever 
devoured, is fill the Body of Chriſt, as long as any of the 
Species of it remains,

II is not neceſſary that Traditions and Ce- 
remonies be in all Places one, or utterly 
like; for at all Times they have been divers, 
and may be changed according to the Diverfity 
of Countries, Times, and Men's Manners, ſo 
that nothing be ordained againſt God's Word. 
Whoſoever, through his private Judgment, 
willingly and purpoſely doth openly break 
the Traditions and Ceremonies of the Church, 
which be not repugnant to the Word of God, 
and be ordained and approved by common Au- 
thority, ought to be rebuked openly, (that other 
may fear to do the like) as he that offendeth 
againſt the common Order of the Church, and 
hurteth the Authority of the Magiſtrate, and 
woundeth the Conſciences of weak Brethren. 
Every Particular or National Church hath 
Authority to ordain, change, and aboliſh Cere- 
monies or Rites of the Church, ordained 
only by Man's Authority, ſo that all Things be 
done to edifying. 


KRites and Ceremonies are Matters indifferent in Them- 

lelves; but when they are eſtabliſhed by the Authority of 
the Church, they ought to be obſerved by All, upon the 
Account of the Reverence due to that Authority, which is 
derived from God; who hath commanded us to obey Them

ARTICLE: N 
Of Confecration of Biſhops and Miniſters. 


HE Book of Conſecration of Arch- 

biſhops, and Biſhops, and Ordering of 
Prieſts and Deacons, lately ſet forth in the 
Time of Edward the Sixth, and confirmed at 
the ſame Time by Authority of Parliament, 
doth contain all Things neceſſary to ſuch Con- 
ſecration and Ordering: Neither hath it any 
thing that of itſelf is ſuperſtitious and un- 


godly, 
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of the Church of ENGLAND. 

godly. And therefore whoſoever are conſecrated 
or ordered according to the Rites of that Book, 
ſince the Second Year of the forenamed King 
Edward, unto this Time, or hereafter ſhall be 
conlecrated or ordered according to the ſame 
Rites, we decree all ſuch to be rightly, orderly, 
and lawfully conſecrated and ordered. 


If any thing be wanting in the Ordinations of the 
Church of England, the Form of which is prefcribed in the 
Bock here referred to, it muſt be citner with reſpect to the 
Ordainers ; but theſe are Biſhops : Or to the Manner of 
Ordaining ; but this is the Impoſition cf Hands, with proper 
Prayers: Or to the Perſons who are to be Ordained ; but 
theſe are examined and approved as to their Faith, Man- 
ners, and Knowledge; and on theſe is conferred the Power 
of doing all Things which belong to their Offices, There 
is therefore nothing wanting to make theſe Ordinations 
Juſt and complete.

ARTICLE XXXVI. 
Of the Civil Magiſtrates. 


HE Queen's Majeſty hath the chief Power 

in this Realm of England, and other her 

Dominions, unto whom the chief Government 

of all Eſtates of this Realm, whether they be 

Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in all Cauſes doth apper- 

tain, and is not, nor ought to be ſubject to 
any Foreign Juriſdiction, 

Whereas we attribute to the Queen's Majeſty 
the chief Government, by which Titles we un- 
derſtand the Minds of ſome flanderous Folks to 
beoffended ; we give not to our Princes the Mi- 
niſtring either of God's Word or of the Sacra- 
ments, the which Thing the Injunctions alſo 


lately ſet forth by Eli gabeth our Queen, do moſt 


piainly teſtify: but that only Prerogative which 
we ſee to have been given always to all godly 
Princes in Holy Scriptu: li God himſelf; that 
is, That they ſhould rule all Eſtates and De- 
orees committed to their Charge by God, whe- 
cher they be Eccleftaitical or Temporal, and

ARTICLE mE 
Of a Chriſtian Man's Oath. 


S we confeſs that vain and raſh Swearing 

is forbidden Chriſtian Men by our Lord 

Jeſus Chriſt, and James his Apoſtle: So we 

judge that Chriſtian Religion doth not prohibit, 

but that a Man may {wear when the Magiſtrate 

requireth, in a Cauſe of Faith and Charity, 

ſo it be done according to the Prophet's Teach- 
ing, in Juſtice, Judgment, and Truth. 


That only vain and raſh Oaths are unlawful, is evident 
from hence, becauſe Chriſt himſelf being adjured, or called 
upon to anſiber upon Oath, before the High Prieſt's Judg- 
ment: ſeat, refus'd not to do it, Matth. xxvi. 63, 04. See 
alſo Jer. iv. 2. to which the Jait Sentence af this Article 
refers: And thou foalt ſwear, the {ord liveth, in Truth, 
in Judgment, and in Kighteeuſneſs. And therefore it is only 
that vain and raſh >weering, which is meant in Mattb. v. 
34. But [ ſay unto pu, Swear not at ali. And in James v. 
But above all Things, my Brethren, ſwear not.

« there too. For thus the Apoſtle faith, I proteft by your

« expreſs'd in the Form of an Oath. This I obferve, that 
& no one may imagine that the Words, By your Rejoicing,
